Dulles* letter of 23 January 1956 to the Coamleeion in which it 
waa stated that we must present our plana to the Congress during 
thia session. I explained that thia merely involved the remain- 
der of our money and that we actually needed no further con- 
gressional action in order to select a site and proceed with our 
planning* Be urged that we make an official statement as soon 
as we had received the official notification from the Planning 
Commission and I told him that I hoped we would be in a position 
to do so. 
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
